Slough Estates has lost an 
appeal to be allowed access 
from Morrow Street to the 
rear of factory properties fac- 
ing Slough Road. 

A condition of the Com- 
pany’s permit for this area 
was that “‘No vehicular ac- 
cess shall be made from the
